POMEPiEITE WILL SUPPOKT GOV. 
COX FOR PRESIDENT 

WASHINGTON, February 2 3. — 
Senator Pomerene, Democrat, of 
Ohio, withdrew Wednesday night 
from the contest for the Danaeiatie 
Presidential nomination. 

He indicated that he would sup- 
port Governor Cox's candidacy. 

Uiid«r the Ohio State primary 
laws he said, a solid delegation would 
be impossible, which, he said, Tirtdal- 
ly would mean both his defeat and 
that of Governor Cox at the San 
Francisco convention. 

"It is of more consequence that I 
shall do the work for which I have 
been commissioned by the voters of 
Ohio when I was sent to the Senate 
than to neglect them to seek new 
honors," Senator Pomerene said in a 
statement addressed to the Demo- 
crats of Ohio. "I can not do my full 
duty in the Senate and give nur time 
and aneiciaa to tha campaign for iSbm 
Presidency. 

'^nder the present law, it is all 
but impossible in a contested primary 
for any candidate, whoever he may 
be, to pret the solid delegation from 
the State, and for a candidate to go 
into the National Convention with a 
divided delegation insures his de- 
feat. 

"Again, a primary contest would 
be carried on with vigor on both sides 
and while it can be assumed that the 
candidates would conduct the cam- 
paign in best of spirit^ mncb bit- 
terness wovld oTise anoi^ tiMif 
friends and to such an ttctent as to 
jeopardize the prospects of the party 
at the ensuing election. I have re- 
ceived too many honors at the hands 
of the Democratic party to allow my- 
self to be the means either of divid- 
ing the party at home or splitting the 
delegation s© as practically to de- 
stroy the chances of bringing the 
nomination to an Ohio son. I there- 
fore can nat eonaant to be a candi- 
date."
